FIFT1ETH BIRTHDAY OF 


STATUE OF LIBERTY 


The Statue of Liberty will cele­ 
brate its 
semi-centennial 
birthday, 
Oct. 28, 19 36. 
It was on Oct. 28, 
^1886. that the great bronze monu­ 
ment, 
which was 
the gift of the 
French people and v bidh was erect­ 
ed on its pedestal in Bedloe’s Island 
ii^ New York Harbor, was unv eiled 
With ceremonies in which citizens of 
both nations through their represen­ 
tativ es participated. 
*The gift was proposed by a group 
o f Frenchmen in about 1S7 2. 
One 
Auguste Bartholdi, 
nooted 
French 
sculptor, 
who 
was desig nated by 
them to do the work. 
Committees in both countries were 
soon organized to raise funds for the 
undertaking . 
In France, 18 0 cities, 
40 genera councils, numerous socie­ 
ties, and thousands of French citi­ 
zens raised upwards of $700,000 to 
ha v e the sta tue sculptured and placed 
on its pedestal. 
United States Cit­ 
izens, with the aid of the New' York, 
World, raised $300,000 
to construct 
the foundation and pedestal. 
Bartholdi early suggested Bedloe’s 
Island as the site for the statue, a 
space which was later set apart for 
Phis 
purpose 
act 
of the U. S. 
Congress, February 22, 1877. 
The statue weighs 450,000 pounds, 
the bronze alone weighing 200,000 
pounds. 
Forty persons can stand in 
the head of the figure and twelv e in 
the torch. 
The height from base to 
toTch is 151 feet, and ov er 305 feet 
from the foundation of the pedestal 
to the torch. 
The distance from the 
heel of the figure to the top of the 
ead is H I feet. 
The head of the statue was exhib- 
ite d in 1878 at the Paris Exhibition, 
and a forearm was sent to the Cen­ 
tennial Exposition at Philadelphia at 
Philadelphia in 1876.
